The closest prior art, by Armin et al (Journal of American Chemical Society, Vol. 
113, 1991, 3935-3941) teach the regioselective coupling of ethynylcyclopropane units: 
Hexaspiro [2.0.2.4.2.0.2.4.2.0.2.4] triaconta-7, 9,17,19,27,29-hexayne wherein, Armin 
teaches the synthesis of 1,4-dicyclopropyl butadiyne starting from ethynylcyclopropane. 
However, the prior art fails to teach the process of making 1,4-dicyclopropyl- 1, 3- 
butadiyne in the presence of cuprous chloride and tetramethylethylenediamine, which are 
the key components of the instant invention.
